ly, "grinding stream," is situated on 
the" Norwegian coast, southwe»t of the 
Loffoden Isles, and is the most re- 
markable whirlpool In the wodd. It 
runs between the Island oC Moslcenes 
and ,a large solitary rock In the middle 
of tKe straits. The strong currents 
rushing between the 
Great West 


Fjord and the outer ocean through tha 
channels ot the Loffoden Isles produce 
a number of whirlpools, of which tha 
maelstrom is by far the most danger- 
ous. During severe storms from the 
west; for instance, the current runs 
continually to the east at the rate of six 
knots an hour, without changing its 
direction for rising 
or falling tide; 


.and'-the'stream will boil and eddy in 
such mighty whirls that the largest 
steamer could hardly contend success- 
fully with the waters. The depth of 
the whirlpool is.only twenty fathoms, 
but just oatside the straits soundings 
reach from 100 to 200 fathoms.

great danger to vessels is of course not 
of suction into the heart of the whirl- 
pool, as legends have supposed, but of 
being dashed to pieces against the 
rocks.

in larger quantities than is any otaer 
native product, and while but little o£ 
It finds its way into the American mar- 
Icet under the brand "Puerto RIcan,"an 
immense quantity, according to Gen. 
Roy Stone, Is sold here as , genuine 
Mocha and Java. The average Puerto 
Eican countryman,, even though liis 
o.hi!d«en have .neitiier shoes for their 
feet, nor clothing for their hacks, owns 
his private coffee patch, from which by 
occasional pickings, he secures enough 
ol tie little round berries to keep the 
family supplied. The exporting, how- 
ever, isv done by large growers — men 
who have plantations which cover hun- 
Ureds of acres, mostly upon the well 
drained mountain sides. The plants, 
or "trees," as they are sometimes call- 
ed, are grown at Intervals of from six 
to eight feet, and after reaching a 
bight of about, .five feet are trimmed 
eft that no strength may be wasted !n 
surplus foliage. 
The flowers, which 


are pure white in color, have rich fra- 
grance. Each berry contains two seeds, 
or beans, and as these are gathered 
before fully ripened, they are dried in 
tbe sun.

The Doble 
steer is known throughout south and 
west Texas. He is the rough and 
graphic standard of measurement of 
the west Texas stockman. "Big as the 
Doble steer" is the hyperbole they use 
when describing a pair of horns. It 
is a hyperbole, for travel the wide 
plains over and another steer with a 
pair of horns such as has the Doble 
steer cannot be found. He la the last 
of the old tribe of monster horned cat- 
Ue of the plains that gave to Texas Its 
additional nickname of "The Long 
Horn state." The steer measures fif- 
teen hands and weighs between 1,600 
and 1,700 pounds. Kis enormous horns 
from point to point measure nine feet 
seven inches. The horns could easily 
be made to measure over ten feet if 
taksa 
off 
the steer, steamed and 


straightened. When the steer Is stand- 
Ing in a natural position on level 
ground the tip ends of his horns are 
fullyrsi3c feet above the ground. Tlisa 
was, fifteen or less years ago, when the 
long horns were no curiosity in Texas, 
but today there are few reoimucrs oi 
the grand oia herds that have been so 
closely interwoven with the history or 
the state. The steer has already start- 
ed on his long trip to Paris and will 
arrive In ample tJme to excite the won- 
der and command the admiration of all 
visitors to the world's great show.
